THE RAILWAY AND THE DRY- 
DOCK. 



The Opposition nro protonding to bo 
gioatly exerciBcd ooncerning tho railway 
and drydook policy of tho Elliott Gov- 
ernment.- As usual those most reliable 
and consistent autlioritioa attempt to ut- 
taoh blame to a ctuarter whore it does not 
belong, trnsting that by such an effort 
thoy may conoeal at this important ]uno- 
turo tho many blunders perpetrated by 
Mr. Walkom autl bis collenguos iu ecu- 
neo'tion with tho railway, tho drydock and 
every other matter of importance to the 
PrOTinoe. But tho Opposition in their 
eagerness to shift tho blamo of mismau- 
Qgoment from Mr. Walkem's shoulders to 
those of Mr. Elliott, are unmindful of tho 
adage -which assorts that thoso who un- 
dertake to falsify should bo posseasod of 
good memories. Either the memory of 
tiio Opposition party is sadly dofootivo or 
they deem it oouvoniont to bo oblivious 
of transactions of very recent date; for wo 
bave only to turn to tho reports of tho 
Legislative Drocoodings iu February last 
to discover— if we wore not already well 
aoquaintod with tho fact— that tho policy 
of the Elliott Government in connection 
with the Railway and Drydook was unan- 
imouiZv approved of by the Houbo. His 
Honor the Lieut.-Govornor in tho Speech 
from the Throne delivered on February 
7th last said: , . , , 

" Tho railway question, wliioh can only 
bo satisfactorily settled by tho actual com- 
mencement of construction in British Co- 
lumbia is, I hopo, on the eve of attaining 
that desirable position. Tho Dominion 
Government have intimated that, so far as 
could bo seen at the date of their despatch, 
It would not he necessary to prosecute 
further exploratory anrveya in the Pro- 
vince. The oorrospondonoo will be sub- 
mitted to you." ,r TIT 1 
■-to reply to this clause neither Mr. Wal- 
fcem nor any of his followers had one word 
to say, and wo pointed out at tho time 
that tho silence observed by tho lender of 
tho Opposition on so important a matter 
Btultifiod tho policy of his Govorumout 
and his former speeches. We showod 
most oonolusivoly that his silence was 
equivalent to an admission that ho had 
been guilty of serious blunders and that 
he was then oompollod to admit his errors 
by adhering to tho adage, "least said 
soonest mended." As a matter of tnot, 
tho olauBO in reply to this portion of his 
Honor's speech was passed without com- 
ment — without proposed amendment from 
Mr. Walkem or any othor momber— not- 
withstanding tho fact that the leader of 
the Opposition had many a time and oft' 
aeouBoa the Government of a desiro to 
"""B^ll oul" the railway rights of the Pro- 
vince and denouncBd thom for neglocting 
to "fight Mackenzie" as ho did when in 
office. Mr. Walkem may select either 
born of the dilemma he prefers. Either 
ho must tako back all ho said about tho 
"unborn child" and the first rail of the 
'. xaHi^ay, or he must admit that ho was 
'Xebteont to his duty in February last, 
when, he permitted the policy of tho 

mun^ rt"" ' — --— — 

endorsed -without raising his stentorian 
voice in support of his previous profes- 
sions. With referonoe to the graving 
dock his honor thoLiout.-Governor said: 
"I regret to say that tho Dominion 
Government have positively refused to 
advance .any money for dock purposes, 
otherwise than as a loan, to be charged to 
• the debt account of British Columbia. I 
have, therefore, made a very strong ap- 
peal to tho Imperial Government for in- 
creased assistance, so that I may bo en- 
abled to eompleto that very important 
and necessary undertaking without 
further trenching upon tho resources of 
the Province. Papers relating to this 
question will be laid before you." 

The Government were also heartily en- 
dorsed in this connection; neither Mr. 
Mr, Walkem nor that astute politician 
Mr. Beaven, had one word to say against 
the proposition emanating from tho Gov- 
ernment. On the contrary, they appeared 
tdbepleased that at last a schemo had 
been devised to relievo tho Province of a 
burden that it is entirely unable to bear 
— a burden, novertheless, that casts much 
odium on tho Walkem Government, be- 
cause, had it not been for their misman- 
agement, lack of foresight and purchase 
of material quite unnnecessary at the 
timS,' the ''Province would never have 
been saddled with the intebtednoss. Tho 
Opposition memhero fairly jumped at tho 
Government proposition for they wore 
glad to find an unexpected esoapo from 
tho unonviablo position they occupied in 
connection with the Drydook. Tho sup- 
pression of an important telegram received 
by Mr. DeCosmos, when that gentleman 
was Premier of the Province tended to re- 
roloaso tho Dominion Govornmont from 
their promise to advance tho sum of £50,- 
000 in lieu of tho guarantee provided in the 
12th section of tho terms of tho union. Tho 
Opposition being in Mr. DcCoauios' con- 
fidence at tho time tho telegram was re- 
oeived, must surely have been aware of 
its receipt, and were therefore on this 
account additionally anxious to accept the 
proposition emanating from the Elliott 
Goovrnment. They did bo, we say, with a 
graoo to which thoy Jhayo long been 
strangers and sevotal of their number so 
for forgot themselves aa to compliment 
the Government on tho wisdom of their 
policy: "Wo would therefore advise tho 
Opposition organ, next time it presumes 
to attack the Elliott Government on their 
Railway and Drydock policy, to make it- 
self conversant with tho fact that, so good 
' ■ did that policy appear at a no more re- 
mote date than Eobniary last, it received 
tiio unanimons approval of the Legislature 
AS it does .to-day of the eoantry.

It socms highly probable that 
the House will decline to accept the re- 
sponsibility of Bolsotion— although we 
can readily understand that CouBorvatives 
no less than Liberals are anxious to go to 
the country with the knotty question set- 
tled—and in that case another year will 
bo required to survey tho now candidate 
for engineering favor.

Ottawa, April IB.— The Supromo Court 
dismissed tho appeals in tho election suits 
against Lailammo and Langovin. 

St. Joen, N.B., April 17.— Tho House

DisgraoeM Scene in the Ottawa 
Commons. 

Lato'flles of tho Toronto Globe bring 
full details of tho extraoi'dinnry Bceno 
that occurred iu tlio Ottawa Hoti^o of 
Commoua ou tho uioruiiig of tho liith ult. 
Tho Globe, which is tho organ of tho Gov- 
ornmont party, says that Sir John A. 
Maodonald ^ras aimply drunk in the plain 
Bense 6{ the vrorA. on Friday morning 
and OB tho night -woro on he hooumo still 
moro so, and from six to eight ou Satur- 
day morning ho was ilioroiighly "laid 
out" and hid away uway by his frtoiids, if 
not in shame, at loiist in pity. Tiio ciues- 
tion undor dobato was tho Quebec minis- 
torial crisis, and tlio Olobu n!<ucrtH that Kir 
John's was not tlio solitary shocking exhi- 
bition. Mr. McDongall, tho member for 
Throe Eivors, was also very drunk, and 
held tho lloor for two hours uttering the 
most unmitigated noasonso without oven 
a glimmer of tho wit of inobriiition. Mr. 
O. J. Campbell, mombor for Victoria, N. 
S., who has attained a good old age, the 
GtoJa 'doiBlares, was "utterly bosotted," 
and got on the floor of the House in front 
of the Speaker with his hat on and a Btick 
in one hand whicli ho flouri-ihod around 
his bead daring any supporter of tho Gov- 
ernment to fight him and yelling at tho 
top of his voice. For hours tho scone 
was indesoriba\)lo.

Diocesan Synod. 

The third meeting of tho Diocesan 
Synod of British Columbia opened yes- 
terday with divine service at tho Cathe- 
dral, when a sermon traB preached by tho 
Rev. J. B. Good "of Lytton, who took for 
his text the 2nd verse of tho l'l:7th Psalm, 
"The Lord doth build up Jerusalem and 
gathoroth together the outcasts of Israol." 

At 2 p.m. the mombers, clorgy aud laity 
met in tho Collegiate School-room. The 
Lord Bishop of Columbia opened the pro- 
ceedings with prayer. The following 
Olergy and Laity were present: Yen. 
Archdeacon Wright, llev. J. B. Good, 
Eev, J. S. Willemar, Eov. G. Mason, 
Kov. H. S. Newton, Eev. 0. E. Baakot, 
Eev. H. H. Mogg, Eov. G.. Ditchen, 
Messrs. J. H. Inues, E. .JobuEon, E. 
Harvoy, W. C. Ward, M. W. T. Drake, 
H. Holbrook, C. T. Dupont, P. O'Eeilly, 
J. F. McOroigbt, B. E. Jaokaon and Oapt. 
Good. 

Tho following ofllcors were olooted: 
Eev. H. H. Mogg, Secretary for the 
clergy, and Mr. Drake, Secretary for the 
laity; E. Harvey and E. Kerr, Auditors; 
Eov. J. C. Willoniar, Eov. H. S. Newton 
and Messrs. C. T. Dupontaud E. Johnson 
were elected to thoExeoutive Committee. 

Tho ordinary business having been con 
cludt'd tho Lord Bishop read his annual 
address, in which ho stated that during 
tho last nine months there havo boon five 
ordinations, two admissions to tho deac- 
onate aud three to tho priesthood. Of tho 
four principal churches, the Cathedral 
with its Sunday School has steadily in- 
creased. The oommnnicant attendance 
in 1875 T:-a8 432; in 1876, 524, and in 1877, 
780. At St. John's the Sunday School 
has increased to such an extent an addi- 
tion to tho school-house has beon doomed 
nocossary. At Naiiaimo a cousidorablo 
onlargeraent of tho church has been made , 
to accommodate the increased congrega- 
tion. At Holy Trinity Church, Now Wust- 
minsier, the congregation has Lirgely in- 
creased. Tho congregation of St. Mary's, 
Sappertoa, has boon troblod. South 
Saanich Church and Cemetery wore cou- 
secrated in July last; St. Peter's, at 
Cowiohau, ia June, and a new ohuroh 
opened at Oomox in October, In the 
Indian work considorahile progress has 
been made at St. Paul's Mission. There 
wore 470 Indiana baptized, 260 oonflrmod, 
and 143 communicants. 

The Indiau missions of Metlacatla, Naas 
and Massott have beon visited by the 
Lord Biahop of Athabasca who spent bbv- 
oral months at tho miasioas and reports a 
good work in progress. He confirmed 
upwards of 100 natives and baptized GO 
adults. A new mission has been opened 
at Fort Eupert and another is to bo com- 
menced at the Forks of Skeena. 

The want of more olorgy is urgently 
felt. 

His Lordship proposes tcask the S. P. 
G. for on extra grant of jEBOO. The mis- 
sion fund for which cacli church is asked 
to Doutribnto tho otl'ortorios of two Sun- 
days during tho year miglit bo increased 
by asking jjorsons to subscribe so much 
per annum, and instead of ouly giving 
the offertory of two Sundays, let it be 
changed to four. 

Thirdly, by local oontribnfcions through 
offertories, pew-rents, seat rents, &,o., he 
thought tho Synod might got from Cari- 
boo §1,500; Cassiar §1, 500; aud from tho 
country districts S500; and lastly he 
thought tho Columbia Mission Fund 
might bo increased. Another way he 
suggested was the division of the country 
into throe dioceses. 

His Lordship then reviewed tho forma- 
tion and work of the present Synod of 
which this is the last soasion. And in 
conclusion referred to the Lambeth Con- 
forouoe to be holdon in July next by tlio 
Bishops of the Anglican Communion. 
Tho conference is to begin on Tuesday, 
2ud July, and is to extend over four weeks, 
during which tho following subjects will 
be discussed: -- 

1. The best mode of maintaining union 
among tho various churches of tho Angli- 
can Communion, 

2. Voluntary boards of arbitration for 
churches to which such an arrangement 
may be applioable, 

3. The relations to cnoh other of mission- 
ary bishops and of missionaries in vari- 
ous branches of tho Anglican communion 
acting in the s^qie poiintry. 

4. The positioik of Anglican chaplains 
and chaplains on tho cpntinont of Europe 
and elsewhere. 

. Modtru forms of inlidolity and tho 
best means of dealing with them. 

G. Tho condition, progress, and needs 
of the various churclios o( the ^-uglican 
communion. 

Mr. Drake then read the report of the 
oxooutivQ committee for tho last year 
which stated that the ohnrch patraoage 
bill was withdravi?n on aooount of amend- 
ments having been inaerted which ren- 
dered the bill useless. The S. P. G. 
Society had renewed theirannnal grant for 
the mission, and the committee regretted 
that they had been anable to pay increased 
stipends. Von. Arohdsacon Wright 
read the report of tho select committoe 
appointed to consider a canon on church 
discipline which tho committee rocom- 
mendod shonld bo deferred till after the 
mooting of tho Pan Anglican Synod. 

Mr.Dupont, on bbhslf of the committee 
on 'church patronage, asked for further 
time to report till the next meeting of the 

BjnoS. in 1870. 

Mr. W. 0. Ward then submitt^jd the 
Troasurer's report, 

ThP Auditors' report was received stat- 
ing that they had examiucd the various 
accounts and found them correct. 

Mr. Dupont moved a resolution to em- 
power throe clergy ami five membors of 
the loity to call a meeting of tho Synod in 
tho abaonoe of the Bishop or in caao of 
tho Dean (if one) or Archdeacon refusing 
to oall a meeting. Carried. 

Mr. Dupont then moved the following 
reHolutionsvrh^el^iaf^r ushort dfsenssion, 
were put and los'l: 

"That section XVI of tho standing or- 
ders be amended by addinig the following: 
'Provided nlwayo, th^t an appeal to the 
Synod may be had from the ruling of the 
chair, and that by a two-thirds vote of 
the delegates present, snoh rnling may bo 
reversed, and provided also such vote 
shall not bo taken by orders.'" 

"That clause X of tho Constitution of 
the Synod be amended by adding after 
tjie v{oid 'btit' in thothWljno, the 'lfol- 
Idwing' words,' ''ex<»p| in vespebt to ques- 
tions of order ."^ ■ •■ 

The Synod then adiournad tUl two p. 
m. to-day. . ;

A San Francisco Privateering Scheme. 

San Fkanoisoo, April 27. — It is report- 
ed this evening by parties who claim to 
be in tho plot that, iu antioipatioa of the 
breaking out of hostilities botween Eng- 
land and Bnssia, a movement is on foot 
to fit out a privateer in this port to prey 
on British commeroo. Letters of marque 
from tho Eussiau govornmont are already 
hero in blank, waiting for the deslarution 
of war to be tilled out. Negotiations are 
undor way for the purchase of ono of a 
number of steamers now laid up in Ala- 
meda oreeb, on the oppasite side of the 
bay. The commisoions of tho ofHoers are 
also here and funds to carry out the pro- 
ject. Over 20U inou havo signed articles 
binding thoraselvos to engage iu tho on 
torpriso, recruits being mostly drawn 
from tho idle class who are ready for 
enything. Capt. Waddell, late of the 
irrodked Faoifio Mail steamship City of 
San Francisco, formerly in command of 
tho rebel privateer Shenandoah, is men- 
tioned as tho probable commander, and 
Capt. Lapidgo, late of tho Pacific Mail 
service, is named as one of the officers. 
An attempt will ho made to procure a 
number of boys from the training ship 
Jamestown for servioo as midshipiueu. 
Tho parties profess to mean business, and 
will bo prepared to move on tho instant 
war is proclaimed. From other sources 
it is learned that tho Eussiau corvette 
Crayssor, now lying in port, is prepared 
for instant action, and tho object of her 
long delay here is to obtain the earliest 
possible news of the outbreak of hostili- 
ties and at once proceed to sea to lie in 
wait for British vessels bound to this port. 
It is understood that, with tho exception 
of tho corvette Opal aud a small gunboat, 
tho Eockot, at Victoria, aud the frigate 
Shah, which is supposed tobosomewhoro 
iu the neighborhood of Panama, thoro is 
not a single war vessel in tho North 17aoi- 
fic to intorforo with the designs of tho 
Eussian cruiser, and it is probable tho 
vessels at Victoria would bo rotaiued 
thero for defensive purposes.

To-morrow a 
demonstration hostile to the govern- 
ment will be held at Birmingham. Tho 
whole energy of tUa opponents of tho 
government in the north aud center of 
England will thus bo hoard in protest 
against tho policy of tho cabinet. Tho 
tipnecLoa of Bright aud Chamberlniu at 
Manchostor, directly face tho issues 
raised by tho government. They aalc 
the country not . to choose between 
vexatious courses for asserting British 
iutorests iu tho oust; but to act on tho 
principle that wo havo no iutoresfs at 
all there whicli are worth the cost of 
tho war. They ask the govornmout 
not to decide how far it is prepared to 
maintain the osisting treaties; but lo 
pronounce that existing treaties aro 
au uttor mistake. 

Paris, May 1.— The international expo- 
sition of 1378 was opened to-day with 
great eclat, tho programme heretofore 
made public being practically carried out. 
President MacMahon reached tho exposi- 
tion at 2 o'clock in his state carriage 
escorted by his military honsehold. He 
WHS ' welcomed by Teiasorono do Bort, 
Minihter of Commerce, and declared the 
the o.xpo8ition open nmidsalvos of artillery 
and music, by the band. Tho Marshal 
then at the head of a brilliant proceasiou, 
which included the Prince of Wales, ex- 
King Amadous and tho Crown Prince of 
Denmark aud tho Netherlands, proceeded 
through tho exhibition building. The 
scene was picturesque and imposing in tho 
extreme. After the formal opening and 
just as the cortege headed by Prasident 
MncMahon and the Prince of WalcB mov- 
ed from tho gallery of the palace into the 
open space whore a long line of troops 
stood at present, largo drops of rain began 
to fall and umbrellas and ovorcoats for a 
moment hid tho gorgeous uniforms ond 
decorations of the prlDoea and dignitaries 
forming the procession from-the view of 
tho speotBtora. The roin fall, however, 
lasted only a few minutes and the march 
over the bridge of Jena to the buildings 
in Champ do Mars was continued without 
farther inconvenience. As the prooesaion 
.was pausing from 'jtVocadoq Palace to 
Champ do Mars the prowd beoamo most 
onthusiastie aud londly obeared each well 
known person. Then a'brilliont company 
in the diplomatio gallery headed by the 
Duchess of Magouta and ox-Queen Isabella 
of Spain, filed out through the Trooaden 
Palace and entered carriages and woro 
driven away, 

CoNSTANWHOPiiE, May 2.— It is said Gen. 
Todlebon has again urged tho evacuolion 
of Shumla, Batoum and Varna, intimating 
that if the Porto immodiatoly eomplied 
the Russians would withdraw to tho forti- 
fied lino of Tchatdja and Derkos.
